And when a member wrote a bad 
check, he did so with no charge and 
little fuss. Essentially, members 
were free to write themselves short- 
term, interest-free loans. 

The bank’s origins — and the me- 
chanics of paying House members — 
date to the creation of Congress itself. 

In 1789, as the first Congress 
opened, members were required to 
pick up their pay in person at the U.S. 
Treasury. Since that was often incon- 
venient, pay was given to the Speaker 
of the House for distribution. When 
that proved to be a burden as well, 
speakers gave lesser officials the job 
of paying members. 

n about 1830, the payroll system 
was placed under the House sergeant 
at arms. Over the years this disburs- 
ing office expanded, becoming a place 
where members could keep their 
money on deposit and cash checks on 
it. 

In 1832, Speaker Andrew Stephen- 
son of Virginia told the house that 
some members had “unintentionally 
overdrawn their accounts” the year 
before. 

In September 1991 the GAO re- 
cumed the full accounting, reporting 
that 8,331 bad checks had been writ- 
ten in a year.

Fork in the Utah Valley, about 25 
miles south of Salt Lake, in Tooele, 
about 70 miles west and 25 miles 
north to Roy in Weber County.

Christa Velasco, a 21-year-old com- 
munications senior from Fremont, 
Calif., said she felt the quake when 
she was putting her makeup on. 
“(The earthquake) was nothing com- 
pare to what we get at home,”she 
said. 

Both Velasco and Crambes said 
they have felt earthquakes a lot big- 
ger than Monday’s tremor. “I couldn’t 
tell at first if it was really an earth- 
quake, or if it was just someone run- 
ning down the stairs really fast,” 
Crambes said. 

Although this earthquake was mi- 
nor, it was the largest since the 4.3 
quake on October 8, 1983 that oc- 
curred six miles west of Salt Lake 
City. 
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Army and police in long columns of armored vehi- 
cles poured into black townships around Johannes- 
burg to try to halt factional violence after at least 15 
people died Monday and overnight. Township vio- 
lence has claimed some 280 lives in the three weeks 
since the referendum was announced.

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Western states continue to face drought

WASHINGTON — The nation’s 
top weather forecasting agency pre- 
dicts another year of moderate to ex- 
treme drought conditions in Utah and 
water-supply problems for the north- 
western part of the state. 

Indeed, most of the West will see a 
dry year, according to the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Adminis- 
tration, parent agency of the National 
Weather Service. 

The administration released maps 
Monday showing snow cover in Utah 
as below normal or well-below normal 
in almost all areas of the beehive 
state. 

And while the West faces its sixth 
consecutive year of drought, much of 
the Southeast is bracing for possible 
record flooding from heavy rains, the 


agency said. 

NOAA said an El Nino weather 
pattern resulting from unusually 
warm water in the central and east- 
ern tropical Pacific Ocean may have 
helped dump moisture in the South- 
east while keeping the West rela- 
tively dry and warm. 

“Tn complete contrast to the South- 
east, the Western states, including 
California, Oregon, Idaho, Nevada 
and parts of Utah, Wyoming, Wash- 
ington, Montana, Colorado and North 
Dakota, are locked into another year 
of moderate to extreme drought con- 
ditions,” NOAA’s written report 
said. 

“Most of these states, including the 
nation’s richest agricultural state, 
California, face the prospect of per- 
haps severely restricted water sup- 
plies this summer,” it said.

Parking is a problem on BYU cam- 
pus according to two-thirds of the stu- 
dents questioned in a parking survey 
commissioned by the BYUSA Stu- 
dent Advisory Council. 

A sample of 300 
BYU _ students, 
living primarily 
off-campus, were 
surveyed in the 
poll done by Dan 
Jones & Associ- 
ates Inc. 

Rob Wilson, 25, 
an international 
relations major 
from _ Toronto, 
Canada and chair 
of the parking 
committee for the 
SAC, said the sur- 
vey was done to 
get an idea of how 
bad the problem is 
and what  solu- 
tions are feasible. 

“We wanted to 
see what students

out some ideas we had and see how 
students would accept them,” Wilson 
said. 

According to the survey, driving 
and walking are the most popular 
ways for students to get to campus. 
Thirty-four percent of students drive 
to campus in nice weather compared 
to 48 percent who walk. In poor 
weather, 42 percent drive to campus 
and 38 percent walk. 

There is minimal usage of alterna- 
tive modes of transportation, such as 
bikes, buses, shuttles and motorcy- 
cles. Also, relatively few of the stu- 
dents questioned said they were pas- 
sengers in cars, suggesting little use 
of car pools. 

The survey focused on car pools, 
shuttles and metered parking as po- 
tential solutions to BYU’s parking 
problem. 


Car pools may relieve 
BYU parking crunch 
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In the carpool system described in 
the survey, students could buy a 
parking permit for two cars, but only 
one car could use the permit at any 
given time. The user of the permit 
would be able to park in a lot rela- 
tively close to campus designated for 
car pool cars. 

Thirty-two percent of the students

According to the survey, approxi- 
mately 25 percent of the students 
would consider using a shuttle sys- 
tem. The top two considerations for 
whether or not students would utilize 
buses or shuttles are weather and 
convenience. 

Wilson said the shuttle system is 
difficult to focus on as a short-term 
solution, although it could be consid- 
ered later on. 

Sixty-one percent of students felt 
that metered parking was not the an- 
swer to BYU’s parking problem. 

Only seven percent said metered 
parking was definitely needed, 28 
percent said it was probably needed 
and four percent were unsure. 

Wilson said the car pool proposal 
will be presented to the University 
Parking Committee today. 


Former Soviet republics 
establish military forces

MOSCOW — Russian President 
Boris Yeltsin on Monday ordered the 
formation of a Russian defense min- 
istry and Kazakhstan’s president cre- 
ated a republican guard, widening the 
military rift in the former Soviet 
Union. 

The moves greatly reduced the 
chances that the Commonwealth of 
Independent States can hold together 
the powerful, far-flung and deeply de- 
moralized Soviet army. 

Commonwealth leaders repeatedly 
have pledged to maintain strict, uni- 
fied control over nuclear weapons, 
and Yeltsin’s decree does not alter 
that agreement. 

Russia and Kazakhstan, the two 
largest former Soviet republics, had 
been strong supporters of a united 
military. They appear to have decided 
that the breakup of conventional 
armed forces, led by Ukraine, is in- 
evitable. 

All 15 republics are now likely to 
create their own armies. Ukraine, 
Azerbaijan, Moldova, Belarus and 
the three Baltic states already have 
started doing so. 

Yeltsin named himself Russia’s in- 
terim defense minister and ordered 
his new ministry to prepare proposals 
for a Russian army. 

Kazakhstan’s president, Nursultan 
Nazarbayev, decreed the formation 
of a republican guard, which the Kaz- 
tag news agency called “a special mili- 
tary force” under his personal con- 
trol. The size of the guard was not 
disclosed. 

The moves help clarify the future of 
troops who have been in the demoral- 
izing position of serving a country 
that no longer exists. Dividing up the 
3 million-member Soviet army also 
could worsen conflicts among the re- 
publics, experts in Moscow told The 
Associated Press. 

“The West should be concerned. 
We need to avoid the creation of an 
arms race between the republics,” 


BORIS YELTSIN 

said Alexander Konovalov, a defense 
specialist at Moscow’s prestigious In- 
stitute of the USA and Canada. 

Yeltsin’s decree had no immediate 
impact on the commonwealth’s armed 
forces. 

Vice Premier Sergei Shakhrai, one 
of Yeltsin’s close advisers, said the 
Russian president had assumed “the 
temporary functions of minister of de- 
fense” to quiet a debate about who 
would fill the post. 

For the time being, he said, Rus- 
sian soldiers will stay under the con- 
trol of the commonwealth’s military 
commander, Marshal Yevgeny Sha- 
poshnikov. 

The decrees by Yeltsin and Nazar- 
bayev came as the leaders of the 11 
commonwealth states prepared to 
meet Friday in Kiev, the Ukrainian 
capital, to discuss how to divide up 
ships and weapons. 

The U.S. State Department re- 
acted to Yeltsin’s announcement by 
saying that it was still crucial to main- 
tain central control over the nuclear 
arsenal of the former Soviet Union. 

The commonwealth’s nuclear 
forces will remain under the joint con- 
trol of the heads of the four states 
with nuclear weapons — Russia, 
Ukraine, Belarus and Kazakhstan. 


ACLU prompts city councils not to pray

Provo and Orem city officials say they will con- 
tinue to have prayer at city council meetings 
tonight despite an American Civil Liberties Union 
letter encouraging them to stop praying at city 


council meetings. 


In 258 letters mailed statewide, the ACLU is 
telling city government officials to heed to a Utah 
court’s ruling last week banning prayer in Salt 
Lake City Council meetings or face possible litiga- 


tion, 


Michele Parish, executive director of the ACLU, 
said if city municipalities do not stop prayer “then 


litigation is only a strong possibility.” 


Although the court decision does not legally ap- 
ply to city government in Utah County, officials are 


proceeding with caution. 


Daryl Berlin, city manager of Orem, said the 
council has not received the letter and will continue 
to have prayer at council meetings. “It’s been a 
tradition for the community to have prayer for 
years and it will continue until the council decides to 


change,” Berlin said.

“The government should stay out of religious 
business,” Parish said. “Just because it’s tradition 
doesn’t make it right. Slavery was a tradition and 
that doesn’t make it any more right than prayer.” 

“We urge that prayers or other religious exer- 
cises which may be conducted by your city council 
or other governmental entity should cease,” the 
ACLU letter says. The letter also quotes the deci- 
sion of the Utah 8rd District Court: “The Constitu- 
tion of Utah dictates in clear and bold terms that 
religious exercise must be separate from the func-

received the letter yet. “The issue won't be re- 
solved until it goes to the Utah Supreme Court,” 
Jenkins said. “I feel that prayer is appropriate in 
government activities.”

“We will continue to 
have prayers as usual until we receive the letter, 
Butler said.

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Former GM leader to succeed lacocca 


HIGHLAND PARK, Mich. — The head of General Motors Corp.’s prof- 
itable European operations joined Chrysler Corp. on Monday as heir apparent 
to the flamboyant Lee Iacocca. 

Robert J. Eaton’s appointment as chief executive marked a personal tri- 
umph for Iacocca. He had lobbied for the talented outsider to help steer the 
troubled automaker through turbulent times, just as Iacocca himself was hired 
to do at Chrysler 14 years ago. } 

Iacocca also apparently retained the loyalty of President Robert Lutz, 
widely considered the favorite to succeed him. There had been speculation 
that Lutz would have quit if passed over. 

Eaton, 52, had been talking with Chrysler for months. 

He accepted the offer of vice chairman and chief operating officer on Satur- 
day night. He will become chief executive and chairman on Jan. 1. 

“Having the chance to lead Chrysler at this particular point in time has to be 
the best job in the whole auto industry, period,” Eaton told reporters. Iacocca 
and Lutz were at his side at Chrysler headquarters. 

Iacocca, 67, will remain a director and chair the board’s executive commit- 
tee. 

Eaton spent the last four of his 29 years with GM in Europe. 

He was responsible for generating $1.76 billion in profits last year for GM, 
which overall lost a record $4.5 billion. 

The Chrysler board held a series of secret meetings in New York over the 
weekend to vote on Eaton. 


Voting habits of party defectors studied 


WARREN, Mich. — Erna Gilbertson was bragging about how she con- 
vineed her husband to vote for Democrat Walter Mondale in 1984 when he 
winked and sheepishly shook his head. 

Walter Gilbertson, once an “Adlai Stevenson Democrat,” says he voted for 
Jack Kennedy, Lyndon Johnson, Jimmy Carter — and then Ronald Reagan, 
never mind what his wife says, and George Bush. 

He doesn’t like the label, but Gilbertson is a Reagan Democrat — one of 
those folks who mostly vote for Democrats but defect every four years to pick 
a Republican in the presidential race. 

“Tt just seems the Democrats got lost there for awhile,” the retiree says. 

“T like to think of myself as a Democrat, but I can go either way.” 

It was in 97-percent white, largely ethnic Macomb County that the Demo- 

cratic Party first took time to study disaffected or Reagan Democrats. 


Optimism rising about economy's future 


WASHINGTON — Owners of small manufacturing companies are growing 
more confident about the economy, according to a survey released on Monday 
in which many predicted higher salaries and more jobs this year. 

“The survey shows extraordinary optimism,” said Jerry Jasinowski, presi- 
dent of the National Association of Manufacturers, which conducted the poll 
last month. 

The survey followed another February poll in which the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce found a dramatic jump in business optimism in the last three 
months. 

The chamber said 47.4 percent of its 7,924 respondents said they believed 
the economy was headed up, compared to just 17.6 percent in December. 

Although 53 percent of the companies surveyed said they expect no change 
in their work force in 1992, nearly 30 percent said they plan to add more 
employees. Only 14.8 percent said their work force would decline. 

Almost 70 percent said they planned to increase employee compensation 
this year. 


Reluctant judge reverses castration ruling 


HOUSTON — A judge withdrew his approval Monday for a child rape 
suspect’s request to be castrated rather than stand trial. The judge said a 
doctor could not be found to perform the surgery. 

State District Judge Michael McSpadden agreed March 6 to let Steven Allen 


Butler be castrated after Butler asked to undergo the procedure rather than‘ 


stand trial on charges he raped a 13-year-old girl. 

The judge had said Butler would be placed on a form of probation for 10 
years if he underwent the surgery. If he stands trial and is convicted, he could 
be sentenced to life in prison. 

McSpadden had said a doctor was willing to perform the surgery on the 
28-year-old Butler. Adverse publicity surrounding the case prompted him and 
another doctor to renege, defense attorney Clyde Williams said. 

One of Butler’s sisters and a lawyer representing Butler’s family said last 
week Butler had had second thoughts about undergoing''the procedure. Ms. 
Williams said Butler had told her as recently as Friday he still wanted to go 
through with ite sais i t 

McSpadden’s ruling effectively put an end to the castration option, meaning 
Butler still faces the aggravated sexual assault charge. No trial date has been 
set.

Three BYU students have been ex- 
pelled from the university after police 
learned the three were responsible 
for a number of car window shootings 
in Utah County in the past few 
months.

Heslop’s first year on the BYU bas- 
ketball team did not go as well as he 
planned. An eye infection from a con- 
tact lens forced him to pass up playing 
after working out with the team for a 
semester. At that point Heslop 
served a mission to the Netherlands 
for The Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter-day Saints. 

After returning, Heslop filled a 
backup role on the team his first two 
years, then started 12 of 34 games his 
junior year. 

Heslop’s clutch playing has helped 
BYU maintain its WAC lead. Heslop 
hit a key three pointer with 31 sec- 
onds left in the WAC tournament 
championship game against UTEP. 
The shot gave BYU a momentary 
lead and paved the way for Kevin 
Nixon’s game-winning shot. 

Heslop’s abilities are not confined 
only to the basketball court. He has 
been able to maintain a 3.52 grade 
point average in his business major. 
He has been recognized for his abili- 
ties on and off the court by being 
named to the WAC all-Academic 
team two years in a row. 

Mixing sports and school, however, 
has not been easy for the athlete.

Relief Society’s contributions displayed at yearlong shiz

The Museum of Church History 
and Art in Salt Lake City is celebrat- 
ing the 150th anniversary of the LDS 
Relief Society and National Women’s 


’ History Month with a new multi- 
medium international art exhibit. 


The exhibit opened earlier this 
month and will run continuously 
through February 1993. 

The free show, “Come Let Us Re- 
joice: A Sesquicentennial Celebration 
of The Relief Society 1942-1992,” 
highlights the interests and accom- 
plishments of women during the last 
150-years. 

A collection of paintings, sculp- 
tures, photographs, artifacts, memo- 
rabilia, quilts and handmade items 
show how the world has changed for 
women. 

The time periods in the show in- 
clude historical events that have af- 
fected women, from the pioneer era 
through two world wars. 

A special emphasis of the show is 
the history of the members of the Re- 
lief Society, the women’s organization 
of The Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter-day Saints. 

Janet Watson, an LDS publicity 
writer, said the LDS Relief Society is 
one of the nation’s oldest and largest 
women’s organizations. 

“From its inception on March 17, 
1842 in Nauvoo, Ill., the Relief Soci- 
ety has aimed to improve the lives of 
its individual members and their com- 
munities,” she said. 

“The 3 million women of the Relief 
Society have always been active in 
the suffrage movement, the legisla- 
tive process, social work programs 
and in public health efforts,” she said. 

One historical display focuses on 
the first women’s newspaper west of 
the Mississippi. 

Women’s Exponent, which was es- 
tablished in 1872 and is still running 
today, is a Relief Society publication 
that serves as forum for women’s 
ideas and opinions. 

Each issue of Women’s Exponent 
features reports, letters, poems and 
essays. 

Kristin Rushforth, 22, a member of 
VOICE and senior majoring in En- 
glish from Orem said she appreciates 
the newspaper. 

“The Exponent is a strong paper 
that deals with important women’s is- 
sues,” she said. 

The women’s suffrage movement 
was important to the Relief Society. 
The movement is documented in the 
show with rare photographs and arti-
